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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: In response to applicant's argument that Mogil 
teaches away from the claimed invention and therefore it would not be obvious to combine the teaching of Mogil with the teachings of 
Preston, Melk, Beales, Arreazola, Sloan, Rucker or Ellison, the test for obviousness is not whether the features of one reference may be 
bodily incorporated into the other to produce the claimed subject matter but simply what the combination of references makes obvious to 
one of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. In this case, Mogil discloses a first portion having a soft-sided insulated wall structure and Preston 
and Melk each disclose providing a reinforcement member being mounted within an analogous portion having a soft-sided wall structure. 
The Examiner maintains that Mogil does not teach away from the concept of providing a substantially rigid non-collapsible reinforcement 
member within a portion having a soft-sided insulated wall structure. See column 13, lines 1-7 of Mogil. The Examiner further maintains 
that the removable capability of the non-collapsible members of Preston and Melk would not interfere with or destroy the collapsibility of the 
first portion in Mogil anymore than when the first portion is filled containers of beverages or food that are to be subsequently removed for 
consumption. 
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
